ATIENTS forced to spend the 
Christmas season in a bed at 

St. Luke’s Hospital, New York, 
often have been heard to say that it 
was the happiest Christmas they had 
ever known. Nurses who have pre- 
viously served in other hospitals say 
that there is ‘a feeling” at St. Luke’s 
which is unique. Director, chaplains, 
doctors, nurses, all the staffs of the 
hospital, and interested people from 
the surrounding community throw 
themselves into the celebration of the 
great season with a real zest and 
desire to add to the personal cheer 
and happiness of those in their care. 
It is always significant that the 
chapel is the center of all the buildings 
which constitute St. Luke’s Hospital. 
At Christmastide its influence seems 
to radiate to the farthest corner and 
to every worker in any capacity. When 
one comes into the main entrance 
on 113th Street, between Amsterdam 
Avenue and Morningside Drive, one 
is faced with steps leading up into 
the chapel, flanked on either side by 
lighted Christmas trees. Beyond, is 
the dim interior hung with greens, the 
altar, and the great memorial window 
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on transoms, 


spice to 


with its arch of color and light. A 
closer view reveals the hospital’s mot- 
to, carved on the altar: Corpus Sanare, 
Animam Salvare—in modern transla- 
tion, to heal the body, to comfort and 
strengthen the spirit of each individual 
as a whole personality. 

Christmas at St. Luke’s commences 
about ten days before the day itself. 
Gaiety and a spirit of religious devotion 
combine to add a sparkle to even the 
most humdrum tasks. Music therapy 
is a well-established part of the re- 
ligious work department’s program at 
St. Luke’s, and in the days before 
Christmas, choristers from the Cathe- 
dral of St. John the Divine and from 
parishes throughout the city bring 
Christmas carols and anthems to the 
patients and the staff of the hospital. 
Glee Clubs from Barnard College, 
Columbia University, the Junior 
League, and other organizations add 
their contributions of songs and hymns 
of many nations. 

The day for hanging of the greens 
is about four days before Christmas. 
More than sixty Christmas trees are 
placed in the halls, wards, reception 
rooms, and various parts of the build- 


ings, where patients, the public, and 
the staff can enjoy them. Lights and 
ornaments are hung on the trees by 
the nursing and departmental staffs, 
who also assist in hanging about four 
hundred wreaths. Wards for children 
and adults become very gay and color- 
ful. 

A unique feature of the Christmas 
decorations is the water-color painting 
which is done by student nurses on 
transoms, glass cupboards, and glass 
doors. Reindeer, Santa Clauses, 
wreaths, poinsettias,and angels of mod- 
ern and ancient design add unexpected 
color and spice to the staid old cor- 
ridors. 

On Christmas Eve the festivities 
start in the children’s wards. Late in 
the afternoon Santa Claus arrives 
with his gifts. All the excitement and 
fun and laughter and gifts and good 
things to eat that big-eyed little sick 
people can take fill the wards with 
happiness. They will have their own 
service of carols and prayers on Christ- 
mas morning, too. 

Well children of the Episcopal 
churches of New York City contribute

the gifts for these small ward patients 
and for sick children who have visited 
St. Luke’s clinics. They present them 
at their own churches in manger serv- 
ices, whence they are brought to the 
hospital for distribution by the social 
service department. 

St. Luke’s Hospital was founded by 
the Rev. William Augustus Muhlen- 
berg, for the aid of the city’s un- 
fortunate sick. A century ago, on St. 
Luke’s Day, 1846, he set aside half of 
his parish’s offering toward that pur- 
pose. The hospital opened its doors, 
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at Fifth Avenue and Fifty-fourth 
Street in May, 1858, and in 1896 
moved to its present location. 

Under the present director, Dr. 
Claude W. Munger, the hospital main- 
tains its great tradition. No sick person 
is ever turned away, regardless of 
race, creed, or ability to pay. A large 
percentage of its patients have free 
care. Its religious work department, 
headed by the Rev. Otis R. Rice, is 
one of the largest in the country. The 
hospital’s relationship to the Episcopal 
Church is close, although it is not a 
diocesan institution. The social service 
staff works constantly with patients in 
wards and the overflowing clinics. This 
often involves advice and assistance 
in patients’ homes, and collaboration 
with family welfare agencies in the 
city. An annual party is given for the 
clinics’ child patients where gifts are 
presented in the midst of Christmas 
fun. 

About eight o’clock on Christmas 
Eve, the March of Carollers takes 
place. Doctors, nurses, and others of 


‘the hospital staff, all in white, proceed 


slowly through the long corridors, 
singing Silent night, holy night, O lit- 
tle town of Bethlehem, and all the 
cther familiar carols which tell the 
beautiful old, yet ever new story. 
Culmination and climax of the ob- 
servances is the midnight celebration

of Holy Communion in the chapel, 
attended by everyone who can be pres- 
ent. Here in the quiet midnight, with 
the congregation of whiteclad people, 
is the center, the core of the spirit of 
Christmas at St. Luke’s. 

At six-fifteen on Christmas morning 
the Holy Communion is again celebra- 
ted for nurses and other staff members 
going on early duty. Later Chaplain 
Rice and his staff carry the Com- 
riunion to all ward and private patients 
who wish to receive it. Services in 
the chapel are broadcast throughout 
the hospital. 

Christmas dinners and parties in- 
clude all those who work at St. Luke’s, 
at hours convenient for them. Daily 
tasks must be done as on other days. 
Often lay volunteers offer their special 
services at Christmas time, people who 
perhaps cannot spend the day with 
their own families and who want to 
contribute to the happiness of the 
sick and relieve some of those who 
work regularly in the hospital. 

At St. Luke’s Convalescent Hospital 
in Connecticut, too, the halls ring 
with carols. Christmas services, gifts, 
and parties make it a gay time in this 
lovely spot, where every tree is usually 
turned into a Christmas tree by a 
decoration of snow. These young pa- 
tients, too, share in the manger gifts 
from the children of New York.

Choirs from city parishes, like St. Thomas’, 
and a chorus of doctors and nurses, bring 
Christmas music to ward patients. 
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Inspiration found in the chapel is carried 
by doctors and nurses to everyone in hos- 
pital, patient and worker ai:ke. 


It’s tough to be sick at Christmas 
time, but if one has to be, it can be 
a happy time and a time of peace 
and spiritual inspiration. Many people 
have found it so at St. Luke’s.

A YEAR ago on Christmas Day we praised God for thé return of peace after 
four long years of war. As we look back over the past twelve months there 
will doubtless be in the hearts of most of us a feeling of disappointment. 
The actuality of peace seems far different from the ideal peace of our hopes. 
We are dismayed by the emergence on a wide scale of those same symptoms, 
selfishness, hate, greed, pride, suspicion, which in the past have always led 
to war. Are we not then again crying, “Peace, peace, where there is no peace’’? 

For Christians who understand the real significance of Christmas there is 
no reason for discouragement. Even on the human level we were warned 
by our leaders that victory in war would mean not achievement of peace but 
rather opportunity to win it. As Christians we know that only through Him 
whose entry into human life we celebrate on Christmas Day can we win a 
peace which is worthy of the name. ‘Peace, I leave with you, my peace I give 
unto you; not as the world giveth, give I unto you.” The peace which we have 
at present is the kind that the world giveth. Like all of this world’s gifts it 
is unstable, impermanent, and unsatisfying. Christmas, however, brings us the 
assurance that in and through Christ we can transform this imperfect peace 
into that peace on earth which is promised to men of good will. 

This promise, like all God’s great gifts, is conditioned upon our cooperation. 
God alone can produce in human life that good will without which true peace 
is impossible. Christmas assures us that God has begun this work. Christ’s 
command, Go ye into all the world and preach the Gospel, is an invitation from 
God to join with Him at this time of opportunity in the effort to develop that 
degree of good will in the lives of men and women everywhere which alone will j 
fulfill the worldwide longing for a just and enduring peace. The fields are j 
already white unto harvest. Shall we not on this Christmas resolve to put \ 
ourselves and our resources at God’s disposal that He may send forth laborers Y 
into. His harvest? j

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mas. The kangas (sledges) drawn 

by the India bulls had just arrived, 
loaded down with packages containing 
gifts from the boys and girls of the 
Church in America. We decided to 
have a Christmas tree for their dis- 
play. 

Pedro, Pablo, and Bernardo were 
appointed messengers to invite the 
Tirurai people to come to see the 
Christmas tree. 

“Why should we walk so far to 
see a tree?” said an old Tirurai chief. 
“We have beautiful and interesting 
trees in our forests, with bright shiny 
leaves. Some trees are covered with 
red and yellow flowers that make 
the whole forest fragrant; others are 
so tall and stately that they seem to 
touch the sky. Exquisite orchids and 
beautiful ferns hang from their branch- 
es and parasitic plants cling to almost 
every limb. In these trees the huge 
bird, the hornbill, calls out the time 
of day, and the monkeys chatter to 
their little ones as they swing from 
branch to branch. Our forest trees 
are beautiful!” 

“Ves,” said Bernardo, “but a 
Christmas tree is different. It is one 
of our beautiful forest trees, too, but 
it will be hanging full of gifts—toy 
wagons, dolls, brightly colored balls, 
beads, perfume—gifts from America 
for our Tirurai children. 

“They may take down a brightly 
colored ball for your grandson and 
call ‘Uko Mofeling.’ Then Uko must 
stand up and receive the gift meant 
for him. And he must not forget to 
say ‘thank you.’ ” 


[’ was only a few days until Christ- 
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“But,” continued the Old One, “we 
dare not take our children through the 
forest after darkness falls. We do 
hot have enough charms to’ protect 
us against the busau. These evil 
spirits may harm our little ones. We 
cannot travel at night.” 

The Tirurai had to go through the 
forest where the vines of rattan 
and lianas hanging from the treetops 
sometimes glow at night. Certain other 
trees attract thousands of fireflies. 
These trees then sparkle with dancing 
lights with a strangely fairylike effect. 
Wild tribes regard such trees as the 
home of evil spirits and they are 
afraid of them. 

So the messengers invited the people 
te come to the Christmas tree on 
the afternoon of December 24. They 
went from house to house telling each 
family about the Christmas Tree that 
would be filled with gifts. Everyone 
was to receive a gift, even bags of 
peanuts and candies for the grownups. 
Although many doubted if there were 
such a tree, their curiosity led them 
to come. 

Early in the afternoon of December 
24 when the sun was still high in the 
sky, we heard the agongs playing. 
The Tirurai always play the agongs 
as they walk along; the music makes 
them happy and the distance does not 
seem so great. 

On they came. The boys wore red, 
yellow, or green trousers and bright 
colored camisas (shirts). Around their 
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heads were handkerchiefs of fascin- 
ating colors. The girls wore gay 
sarongs (skirts) and vivid blouses. 
Their bangs hung down over their 
foreheads and their lower lips were 
painted red. Around their waists were 
heavy spiral brass belts. Brass brace- 
lets were on their arms and heavy 
anklets on their legs. Around their 
necks hung strings of beads so old that 
no one knows whence they came. On 
the end of the beads were tied bright 
tinkling bells to make gay music. 
The small children were carried on 


‘the backs of their parents. Some of the 


older boys carried baskets on their 
backs. One father and small son 
trudged along with a large basket 
obviously containing something very 
precious. 

Up the hill they climbed until they 
reached the church, its doors thrown 
open wide inviting everyone to enter. 
There they stood as if transfixed gaz- 
ing at the first Christmas tree they 
had ever seen. Finally they crept 
softly inside the church and _ seated 
themselves on the floor in front of 
the tree, looking up at the star which 
shone like burnished gold in the top- 
most branch.

AAS TREE FOR THE TIRURAI 


We sang Christmas carols, Silent 
night, holy night, O little town of 
Bethlehem, Hark! the herald angels 
sing. Then Bernardo told the story of 
the Christ Child in Tirurai. The chil- 
dren sat very quietly as they heard 
for the first time the story of the 
Christ Child. 

They knew all about a group of 
bright stars that appear in the sky 
in December to remind them it is 
time to clear the fields and to get 
ready to plant rice, but they had never 
before heard of the star that guided 
the Wise Men with their gifts of gold, 
frankincense, and myrrh to the manger 
where the Baby Jesus lay. 

And they learned that it was be- 
cause Christmas was the birthday of 
the Christ Child that people want 
to do loving things for each other. 
Since they could no longer give gifts 
te Jesus they gave to others as they 
remembered Him. 

After the prayers had been said 
and the Christmas carols sung our 
mission boys walked up to the tree 
and began to take off the gifts. 

Pedro called “Uko Mofeling.’’ When 
Uko saw the bright red ball he was 
very excited for he remembered what 
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Bernardo had told him. He stood up, 
received the ball, and then very politely 
said, ‘“Thank you and all the boys 
and girls in America.” 

All the children received toys, dolls, 
balls, horns. The older boys received 
knives and marbles, and the young 
women brightly colored handkerchiefs 
and sweet smelling perfume. The older 
people received bags of nuts and 
candies, and yet those queer things 
were still hanging on the tree. They 
were spiny fruits, strange vegetables, 
huge edible roots, and the eggs of 
the wold chicken, which the Tirurai 
had gathered in the forest, gifts they 
bad brought for the missionaries. 

Finally everything had been distrib- 
uted except a large basket which we 
had seen a man and his small son 
carrying on their way ‘to church. 
Pablo walked up to this basket, looked 
in, and then.called out in a loud, 
clear voice, “Robert McAfee.” Robert, 
all aquiver with excitement, jumped 
up and ran to the tree to receive the 
gift. 

Lying quietly in the basket was 
a beautiful fawn that had been tamed 
and given to Uko by his grandfather.

OWN the sloping drive to the 
emergency entrance of St. Ag- 
nes’ Hospital, Raleigh, North 

Carolina, an ambulance coasts to a 
standstill. Attendants spring to the 
door, and almost before the dark-skin- 
ned patient realizes what is happening, 
he is rolled into an examination cubicle, 
the resident physician is ascertaining 
the extent of his trouble. Then he is 
transferred to X-ray room, operating 
room, or ward. 

These basement rooms, providing 
for the least possible loss of time in 
handling emergency cases, are of the 
utmost importance here. St. Agnes’, the 
first hospital in North Carolina dedi- 
cated exclusively for service to Ne- 
groes, is one of the few refuges avail-

able to their sick in the eastern part 
of the State. 


Hardly a day passes that the pre- 
ceding scene is not reénacted many 
times. St. Agnes’ one hundred beds 
are almost continuously filled and its 
record last year shows: 2,589 patients 
admitted; 770 operations performed; 
several hundred clinical patients treat- 
ed; and 30,880 hospital days. Nearly

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half of these are charity cases, accord- 
ing to the records of the Duke Founda- 
tion, which credits St. Agnes’ with 
42,025 free hospital days from 1942 
through 1944. 

St. Agnes’ has come a long way since 
its dedication on St. Luke’s Day, 
October 18, 1896. On that day the 
hospital, then a part of St. Augustine’s 
College, was housed in the remodelled 
frame dwelling of a former principal of 
St. Augustine’s. Today, in addition 
to the hospital building proper, the 
plant includes a clinic building and a 
fireproof nurses’ home, the latter made 
possible through a gift from the United 
Thank Offering of 1928, plus $15,000 
each from the Duke Foundation and 
the Rosenwald Fund. 

In 1896 seven doctors, the wife of 
the school principal as superintendent 
of nurses, and a combined head nurse 
and matron took care of the work of 
the hospital. Today Dr. L. T. Delaney, 
its chief of staff, is assisted by thirty- 
three associates and a non-resident 
medical staff of eight: Dr. Delaney, 
a son of the late Bishop Henry Baird 
Delaney, (see THE Spirit or Mis- 
sions, May, 1928, p. 324), is a brother 
cf Justice Hubert T. Delaney of the 
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cheerful second-floor women’s ward,

Domestic Relations Court in New 
York. White surgeons have operated 
on patients at St. Agnes’, or have been 
present in an advisory capacity, and 
any Negro doctor in Raleigh, whether 
or not he is a member of the staff, can 
send patients to the hospital. 

St. Agnes’ is now a one-hundred-bed 
hospital, with eighteen bassinets for 
the newborn. It is on the approved list 
of the American College of Surgeons, 
it is accredited for the instruction of 
interns by the Council of Medical 
Education and Hospitals of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association, and _ its 
nurses’ training school is rated “A” 
by the North Carolina Board of Nurse 
Examiners. 

In May, 1942, the hospital separated 
itself from St. Augustine’s College and 
became a corporate entity with a 
board of trustees, appointed by the 
Bishop of North Carolina. This board, 
headed by Alexander Webb of Raleigh, 
undertook a large-scale improvement 
program, supported by the gifts of 
the whole Raleigh community and aid 
from Federal funds. 

A large, well-lighted central office 
and a sizable lobby replaced the tiny, 
dark offices that ,.had been grouped

about the hospital entrance. The in- 
stallation of a central switchboard with 
ten extensions provided a telephone 
on every floor and in every department, 
as well as three outside connections. 

Selecting green as the color most 
restful to the eye, the board had the 
hospital interior and furnishings 
painted a light green, and tile flooring, 
green with a tinge of white, was put

in throughout the building. Fluorescent 
lighting, Venetian blinds, and one 
hundred new Gatch beds with inner- 
spring mattresses completed the re- 
decorating. 

Federal funds made possible a kitch- 
en and cafeteria which contain the 
very latest equipment, including an 
up-to-date dishwashing arrangement, 
electric ranges and bake oven, and 
steam tables. Hot food trucks for the 
delivery of trays insure the patients 
warm meals. Federal funds also pro- 
vided an addition to the nurses’ home. 

More recent improvements include 
an ice-making machine, a huge re- 
frigerator for keeping perishable medi- 
cines, electric refrigerators on every

HEN Tu Kwang Yen of Kwei- 
W chow, a freshman at Great 
China University, developed 
such an interest in the Brotherhood 
of St. Andrew that he wished to be- 


come a Christian, his staunchly Bud- 
dhist father threatened to beat him 
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at the ancestral shrine and to disown 
him. Today, he is not only a Christian, 
but is studying for Holy Orders and 
is serving as a part-time worker in 
St. John’s Church, Kunming. 

Tu Kwang Yen is only one of nearly 
a thousand persons who have been 


baptized during the past seven years. 
Many-of these were reached through 
the seven chapters of the Brotherhood 


of St. Andrew among the students, - 
‘instructors, and professors of two uni- 


versities and three. colleges in what 
is now the Diocese of Kunming. Each 
year every member of the Brotherhood 
is supposed to bring two non-Christians 
to the training class for baptism. Youth 
work also receives special attention 
in the city of Kunming, which has a 
separate church, Wen Ling Tang, 
organized solely for college students 
of the area. The name Wen Ling Tang 
is Chinese for Temple in the Forest 
of Learning, and the average attend- 
ance at the church is one hundred. 


Other Christian institutions that 
have sprung up in the young diocese 
are seven churches with 1,500 com- 
municants, located in strategic cities 
along the public highways; two hos- 
pitals with 240 beds; a school for the 
blind which cares for forty-three 
children; and an orphanage. Seven 
ordained Chinese clergymen, two of 
whom are borrowed from other dio- 
ceses, carry on the evangelistic work 
with the aid of four candidates for 
Holy Orders who serve as part-time 
assistants. 


Last winter, following the purchase 
of property for a church and school 
in Tsengyi, one hundred miles north 
of Kweiyang, the rector, the Rev. 
Mark Yang, climbed up to the roof 
to examine its trusses and beams. 
Suddenly, the whole roof collapsed 
and he found himself catapulted to 
the floor beside his two children who 
were playing below. Religious services, 
for the most part, are held in decayed 
buildings from eighty to 150 years old, 
and falling ceilings and roofs are far 
from uncommon occurrences. Two ex- 
ceptions are the new church in Tali and 
the Allied War Memorial Church in 
Kunming itself. ; 


The Diocese of Kunming, compris- 
ing the Yunnan and Kweichow prov- 
inces of southwest China, has a pop- 
ulation of twenty-four million people 
living in an area of 245,000 square 
miles, roughly one and one half times 
the size of California. Mountains rise 
from seven thousand to fifteen thou- 
sand feet above sea level. The land is 
poor and rice fields are few and far 
between. Rice and corn are luxuries, 
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delicacies for the rich, and throughout 
the year many people live on grass, 
wild flowers, and the bark of trees, 
wearing rags and sleeping on mats of 
straw. Before the war this was the 
Siberia of China, the land of exile, 
but the Japanese invasion made it a 
refuge for many who were forced to 
fiee from their homes. 

In a sense the Yun Kwei missionary 
district, from which the Diocese of 
Kunming developed, was a war baby, 
since it came into being as a result 
of efforts of the Rt. Rev. Y. Y. Tsu, 
unofficially known as the Bishop of 
the Burma Road (see FortH, Septem- 
ber, 1943, p. 22), to meet the needs 
of Chinese Christians and other ref- 
ugees who kept pouring into southwest 
China during and after 1939. Although 
there was not a single trained woman 
worker in the whole area, the Woman’s 
Auxiliary, under the leadership of Mrs. 
Quentin K. Y. Huang, not only car- 
ried on its regular activities, but also 
entertained homesick G.I.’s in the 


homes of church members, where the 
Americans chatted, ate peanuts and 
sweet-sour pork, and joined in religious 
services and English Bible classes. 
Bishop and Mrs. Tsu organized similar 
entertainment for the American Air 
Force in Kunming. 

Although the Diocese of Kunming 
is still in its infancy, new opportunities 
for the Church are opening up, and 
both the common people and the lead- 
ers of society welcome its work and 
its workers. When Generalissimo Chi- 
ang was in Kweiyang recently, he 
publicly praised the work of the 
Church and asked the leaders of the 
government to codperate with the 
Christian workers, especially in mat- 
ters of public welfare and relief. Gov- 
ernor Yang Shen is helping the school 


for the blind by giving twenty-one - 


ounces of rice per child per month. 
Dr. Y. T. Tsur, who has now joined 
the cabinet, has asked the Church to 
codperate in making a Christian in- 
stitution of the Tsing Hua Middle 
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School which he founded. This insti- 
tution, with seventy-five acres of land 
and substantial buildings and equip- 
ment, is the best of a dozen middle 
schools in the vicinity. In addition, 
the authorities of Ta Teh Middle 
School in Kweiyang have expressed 
their willingness to give the Church 
land and buildings if, in turn, the 
Church will establish a hospital there 
as it has done in Kunming. 

The head of the Kweichow Provin- 
cial Broadcasting Station provided 
another favorable opportunity for the 
expansion of Christian work last 
spring, when he asked for a broadcast 
of the Sunday service at St. John’s 
Church, allowing one hour to be 
used at our discretion. 

Indeed, our opportunities are many; 
our challenges great; our burdens 
heavy; and our needs enormous. May 
God bless us and help us so that we 
may take advantage of the opportuni- 
ties and bring twenty-four million 
people to Christ.

Reunion in Shanghai 


Nearty three hundred Chinese 
Churchwomen from the city and coun- 
try churches of Kiangsu (Shanghai) 
Diocese recently assembled for the an- 
nual meeting of their Women’s Mis- 
sionary Service League, which is the 
Chinese Church’s equivalent of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary. The term “an- 
nual” in this instance was stretched 
to cover a ten-year interval; the ap- 
proach of war in the summer of 1937 
cancelled the meeting that year and 
war conditions have made it impossible 
every year since then. 

The figures of Chinese currency help 
to make the offering impressive. The 
women presented money or pledges 
amounting to $3,053,500, but the fact 
that any offering at all could be made 
after a decade of such chaos, suffering 
and poverty is new evidence of the 
Chinese women’s well-known faithful- 
ness. With enthusiasm they voted 
$520,000 toward a pension fund 
started for retired Chinese women 
workers. i 

St. Mary’s Hall, Shanghai, the girls’ 
school which is the traditional place 
for the meeting, was still in the midst 
of repairs and drastic cleaning made 
necessary by military occupation, but 
the women were delighted to be 
there.

floor, and a large new laboratory. 

St. Agnes’ is understandably proud 
of its fifty years of healing and its 
present high rating, but is not content 
to rest upon past achievements. In 
1944 President Webb made a survey 
which showed that North Carolina, 
with a Negro population of 938,574, 
had only 1.79 beds for every thousand. 
A further breakdown of the figures 
showed only 1.26 beds per thousand 
for the 518,223 Negroes east of Wake 
County in which St. Agnes’ is located. 
Twenty-one of the State’s eastern 
counties, with a population of 154,589 


W HAT HAS happened to and in St. 
Agnes’ Hospital, Raleigh, N. C., dur- 
ing the past five years is one of the most 
inspiring stories in the whole domestic 
scene. The Bishop of North Carolina and 
the Board of Trustees of St. Agnes’ Hos- 
pital have not only seen a vision of a fine 
hospital for Negro people, but have trans- 
lated that vision into a splendid reality. 
May it long continue from strength to 
strength Gerorce A. WIELAND, Director of 
Home Department, National Council. 


have no hospital beds available for 
Negroes. 

Without St. Agnes’, the outlook 
would be dreary indeed, and even its 
one hundred beds and eighteen bas- 
sinets, used to their fullest capacity, 
provide only a small oasis of refuge 
in a vast desert of human misery. There 
is hope, however, in the willingness 
of President Webb and his associates 
to face the challenge of these stagger- 
ing figures. Furthermore, the ac- 
crediting of St: Agnes’ for the training 
of interns and the “A” rating of the 
training school for nurses assure an 
ever increasing number of reénforce- 
ments for Dr. Delaney’s little band 
of competent medical personnel, Chris- 
tian as well as scientific in their back- 
ground, who are doing so much to 
cure the ills of their fellow Negroes.
